In response to the Interview Summary dated January 5, 2007, Applicant's representative 
notes the telephone interview discussed in the Examiner's summary occurred on November 14, 
2006 (not December 14, 2006). Following the interview. Applicant file a response (dated 
November 28, 2006) which included the substance of the interview and adopted the Examiner's 
suggestions to clarify the claim language (e.g., removing the terms '"co-administering'", 
''implanting'' and ''substantially' Gcom claim 1 clarifying the steps of claim 2, correcting the 
dependency of claims 6 and 7 and removing the term "capable of firom claim 23). Substantive 
amendments were also presented (to emphasize the use of injectable compositions and/or transcient 
transfection) as discussed during the interview. Applicant's remarks elaborated on these points of 
distinction. 
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Since the November 28, 2006 response was filed after the telephonic interview, no further 
response is believed necessary. Hence, consideration and allowance of the amended claims are 
requested. 
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
